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CLEMENT BIDDLE ($375-Up) 

American Revolutionary general and merchant; as partner in his father’s shipping and importing 
business, he signed the non-importation agreement of 1765; in 1775, he helped to raise a company of 
Philadelphia Volunteers known as the “Quaker Blues” and in July 1776, was appointed Colonel and 
named deputy Quartermaster-general for militia of Pennsylvania and New Jersey; participated in the 
battle of Trenton and was delegated by General Washington to receive the swords of the surrender¬ 
ing Hessian officers; after taking part in the battles of Brandywine, Germantown and Monmouth, 
General Greene appointed him an Aide-de-Camp on his staff, and in July, 1777 appointed him 
Commissary-general of forage; after his retirement from the Army, an urgent call came from Greene 
notifying him that the Supreme Council of Pennsylvania had appointed him Quartermaster-general 
of the state militia; postwar, he continued in his importing business in Philadelphia; he became a jus¬ 
tice of the court of common pleas in 1788, and in 1789, President Washington appointed him United 
States marshal of Pennsylvania. Interesting financial content Autograph Letter Signed “ Clement 
Biddle,” 1 page, small 4to, Philadelphia, March 17, 1803. Written to “ John Mason Esquire 
President Bank of Columbia.” With his position as an international merchant, Biddle is able to 
write to Mason on the financial news from Europe. Biddle boldly pens “ The books for transfer are 
closed. Six per Cents at par and not so brisk a Demand as for two Days before - From 
Government preferring to give more than 40 Cents for Guilder bills & the large Shipments to 
Europe, bills on London appear to be on the decline and from this Circumstance I am induced to 
believe that six per Cents will be rather lower, besides the Interest off than they now are. I 
informed Mr. Whann that Mr. Bowie’s check 5400 # was paid & to your credit.” Light age-toning, 
otherwise in very good condition. In 1789, Biddle became George Washington’s factor in 
Philadelphia, in essence his purchasing agent, and selling the produce grown at Mount Vernon.

Treasury, continuing on into John Adams’s Cabinet; later Governor of Connecticut.

Richards as a gift to his beloved mother Gladys. Later the collection passed to a private collector where it has remained 
until now. 


Each letter, or in some 
cases original drawing, is accompanied by a color reproduction of the artist’s work. Both the title and date of these 
compositions have been included. 

The framing was professionally done by Goodspeeds, while they were still in their Beacon Street location. 

Translations of the French letters and complete transcriptions of all the items are included. With the exception of 
the two-page letter by Monet, all the letters and documents are one page in length, with large, clear signatures. 


42 ALBERT BIERSTADT 

German-bom American landscape painter of the Hudson River 
School; established his reputation as an interpreter of the American

avoid the issue of civil conflict; earlier, U.S. Senator and Secretary of 
State.

Alabama-bom Union general; son of the noted antislavery leader James G. Bimey; at the outbreak of hostilities, named Lieutenant Colonel 
of the 23rd Pennsylvania Regiment; later, commissioned Colonel of the 23rd; in February, 1862, commissioned Brigadier General and given a 
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brigade under General Philip Kearny during the Peninsular Campaign; participated at Chantilly L 
where Kearny lost his life, at Chancellorsville, Fredericksburg and especially 
Gettysburg, where he took command of the III Corps after General 
Daniel Sickles was wounded in action; he was promoted to Major 
General to rank from May 20, 1863; took part in the Overland cam¬ 
paign and on July 23, 1864, was selected by U.S. Grant to command 
the X Corps, but fell ill and was ordered home with a virulent strain i 
of malaria; on October 18, 1864, he died in Philadelphia. Choice I

grammed stationery, “Camp Nr. Catletts”[ ?], November 4, no ” 
year. Writing to “My dear Mrs. Graham probably the wife of 1

Known as “Johnny.” At the outbreak of the Civil War, ran away from home to join the Union Army; although only 9 years old, he was 
determined to serve his country; after being roughly turned down several times, he decided to tag along with the 22nd Michigan Infantry; began 

doing duty “just the same as a drummer boy,” and inevitably wore down the 
■ resistance; was finally enrolled, though not regularly, and received a soldier’s 
pay, $ 13 a month, donated by the officers; during the battle at Shiloh, Clem’s 
drum was smashed by an artillery round: the event was widely reported and he 
became a news item known as “Johnny Shiloh,” the smallest drummer; at the 
battle of Chickamauga, he rode to the front on a caisson wielding a musket

during one of the 
Union retreats, a 
Confederate officer 
chased the cannon 
Clem was riding, and 
screeched at him 

“Surrender you damned little Yankee!” just before Clem killed him; this inci- 
/... dent won national attention for Clem, and the new nickname of “Drummer Boy 

.w/■«-**'£•..of Chickamauga ; regularly enrolled in the army, and received his own pay; 

served throughout the war as a courier; twice wounded; after the war, he tried 
t0 enr °M at West Point, but was turned down due to poor education; an appeal 
to President U.S. Grant, his commanding general at Shiloh, won him an 
appointment as 2nd Lieutenant in the Regular Army in 1871: named Colonel and Assistant Quartermaster General in 1903; finally being appointed 
Major General, USA. Uncommon partly-printed Autograph Document Signed “Jno. L. Clem” twice . 1 page, oblong 4to, no place, February 7, 
1874.

THE MAN WHO SHOT BOOTH 


154 CIVIL WAR: BOSTON CORBETT [2] ($1800-Up) 

Union officer; Sergeant in the 16th Regiment New York Cavalry; a 
surviving inmate of Andersonville Prison; purportedly castrated himself 
before the war and was considered by his fellow officers to be somewhat 
strange; on April 26, 1865, he was appointed as part of the detachment of 
twenty-five Union soldiers and two detectives who were dispatched by 
Secretary Stanton 
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to track the assassin John Wilkes Booth and his fellow conspirator David Herold, with strict orders to bring Booth 
back alive; as fate would have it, this detachment tracked and cornered Booth and Herold in a tobacco bam belong¬ 
ing to Richard Garrett, just outside Port Royal, Virginia; the commander, Lieutenant Edward P. Doherty gave 
orders that there would be no gunfire, and that the bam would be set afire to smoke the criminals out; Corbett, at a 
vantage point where he could look into the bam, spied Booth supported by a crutch, aiming his carbine at an unsus¬ 
pecting soldier outside; impulsively Corbett fired, striking Booth in the back of the head, curiously the same place 
where Lincoln was struck; the assassin fell to the ground, and the soldiers rushed into the bam and saved him from 
the flames of the fire; Herold surrendered, but Booth only lived through dawn; when Corbett was asked why he 
shot, he replied he was given orders from the Almighty; Corbett was arrested and taken before Secretary Stanton 
who ultimately decided to praise Corbett and issue a reward for his deed. Rare full Signature “ Boston Corbett / 
Sergt., Co. L. 16th / N.Y. Cav.” penned on a sheet of lined paper, oblong narrow 4to, no place, undated. Lightly 
age-toned, otherwise in very good condition.

In 1886, he reverted back to his unstabled demeanor, firing 
two revolvers in the State Hall without hurting anyone, however he was sent to an insane asylum, but escaped and 
was never seen again.

Union naval officer; inventor of the Dahlgren gun; established the U.S. Ordnance 
•epartment; on sea duty during the Civil War; named Captain in 1862, and Rear Admiral in 
863; commanded the South Atlantic Blockading Squadron; contributed to the captures of 
oth Charleston and Savannah; father of Ulric Dahlgren, the noted Union Colonel killed in 
ction during a failed attempt to capture Richmond. Choice war-date Manuscript 
document Signed “J.A. Dahlgren” as Rear Admiral Commanding, 1 page, 4to, Port 
loyal Harbor, South Carolina, October 8, 1864. Writing from his headquarters aboard the

W.H. Dana of U.S.S. ‘Winona ’ Senior Member of the 
loard of Naval Officers, for examination as to your qualifications for promotion to the 
rade of Acting Master in the Navy of the United States.” Boldly signed by Dahlgren at the 
onclusion. Signed and endorsed “ Forwarded Octr. 14th 1864 / J.C. Williamson 
'o/«[mande]r & Sen. Offr. Prest.” at lower left. On verso Signed and docketed “Reported Oct. 
'.2nd 1864 / W.H. Dana / Lt. Comd. U.S.S. ‘Winona’.” Dampstained at top blank margin, with 
.Etching holes at far left blank margin, otherwise very good. Walter Sargent served in the U.S. 
4avy throughout the Civil War attaining the Volunteer rank of Acting Master in May, 1865, and 
was honorably discharged from the service later in 1865. He, however, continued in the postwar 
Regular Navy, and was promoted Ensign and finally Master. While serving aboard the U.S.S. 
Oneida, as part of Admiral Henry H. Bell’s Asiatic Squadron, which was patrolling Yokohama 
3ay, the ship was sunk in an accidental collision with the British steamer City of Bombay, and 
Sargent was lost. An interesting association document. 
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156 CIVIL WAR: JEFFERSON DAVIS ($950-Up) 

Only president of the Confederate States of America; earlier 
Secretary of War in President Pierce’s Cabinet; powerful and influential 
U.S. Senator from Mississippi. Choice Manuscript Letter Signed 
“ Jeffer. Davis” as Secretary of War, 1-1/3 pages [back-to-back], 4to, 
Washington, April, 1854. Written to the “Hon. James Maurice / House 
' of Reps.” to suggestively prod him to action. Davis sternly relates “The 
object in making the appointments of Cadets some months previous to 
the time of their admission into the Military Academy is to enable them 
to make the preparations necessary to their entrance therein. As the 
period for their admission is fast approaching, 1 respectfully call your 
attention to the vacancies in seventeen districts of New York and request 
that the nominations of the twelve cadets to which they are entitled may 
be made by yourself and colleagues at as early a day as practicable, or 
if you decline to act that you will notify me of such decision in order 
that the Department may fill them. I would suggest that it is not 
necessary to await the passage of the Resolution increasing the number 
of Cadets, now pending, before taking action in this matter. The existing 
vacancies can be filled (as they will have to be if the Resolution fails to 
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pass) without reference to it; and should it pass the Districts then without cadets can be supplied, and without causing an inconvenient delay ii 
the appointing of the number now authorised.” James Maurice was a Democratic representative from New York elected to the Thirty-thirc 
Congress. After serving his term, he withdrew his name for renomination and retired to private life. In 1865, he declined the nomination to be a jus: 
tice of the State Supreme Court, but in 1866, he changed his spots and accepted and won a nomination as a Republican to the New York State

American statesman; lawyer; orator; New York State senator, and powerful party leader; distin¬ 



guished himself while in the Senate by many oratorical displays on questions of great impor¬ 
tance, notably in his speeches on the small bill law, the general banking law, arising out of the 
overthrow of the United States bank, the construction of the Erie railway, and the enlargement 
of the Erie Canal; he excelled in his radical opposition to the repeal of the usury laws; 
Lieutenant Governor of New York in 1842; elected to the U.S. Senate in 1844; chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Finance; introduced two resolutions regarding the government of the 
territories, virtually embodying the doctrine of “popular sovereignty”; in 1861, nomi¬ 
nated for attorney general of New York State, and was elected handily; at the out¬ 
break of hostilities, although a staunch Democrat, he shifted his considerable influ -1 
ence to the side of Lincoln’s Republican administration. Important political 
Autograph Letter Signed “D.S. Dickinson” 8 pages, small 4to, Binghamton, [New 
York], October 18, 1864. Written just one month before the ballots would be cast that . 
would return Abraham Lincoln to the White House. Rallying his correspondents, ■ 
Dickinson hastily takes sarcastic swipes at the Democrat’s candidate, namely George . 
B. McClellan and his military record. Apologizing to “The Committee” [of the Union 
men meeting at Syracuse], Dickinson quickly pens “The bad cold I took a few days 
since at a minor gathering, still afflicts me, and interferes so seriously with the ‘free¬ 


dom of Speech,’ that I am, for the present, much to my regret compel[\e\d to abstain 
I from all forensic effort, but there are enough in the field to rally the masses, and 
I when they move, a victory for truth & Union is not far off. Pennsylvania, Ohio & 

I Indiana have shown us the course of the popular currents, and let us not believe, nor 
I permit others to do so, that the Empire State is less patriotic than her noble sisters. It 
looks now as though the ‘Contingent remainder' of the Chicago Convention, after the 
' eighth of November, would be taxed, under the Internal Revenue law, as ‘beaten cop- 
I per.’ The uncomfortable position in which they have placed General McClellan, for 
whom I bespeak your sympathies, shows them to be both cruel & exacting: they declare 
the war a failure, in the face of an armed, unscrupulous & wiley enemy, and propose to 
1 negotiate for peace, after admitting that the rebellion has mastered us. Upon this poor 
object and jaded nag they place the General, & then expect him to ride into the White 
House, though they well know that he is entirely unaccustomed to forced marches. 
Evidently fearing the success of the peace poney, at the risk of both speed & bottom, the General endeavors to put one foot upon the war horse, 
proceeding in an opposite direction from his own, and is just now practicing more extended movements, than any his military experience has 
afforded. Dean Swift, though a clergyman, was accustomed to give way to his wit...On one occasion, a tailor who had laid aside the shears & 
pressboardfor the desk & the hible, sought to confront the Deans views upon some passage of scripture which he cited. The Dean yielded grace¬ 
fully, but said there was another passage, which had occasioned him great embarrassment. Said he to the tailor, I have been reading in 
Revelations that an angel came down, & stood one foot in the sea & the other on the dry land: Now it tis within your line to tell how many yards 
of cloth it would take to make him a pair of breeches! 1 have never learned that the clerical tailor ever gave an answer, but if he did, the General 
should by all means find it & have his measure taken accordingly. The later will however be done & that most effectively on the 8th day of 
November.” Overall even age-toning to all pages, otherwise in very good condition. Contemporary pencil notes on first page explain “Letter from 
the Hon. Daniel S. Dickinson / Solid / present this copy whole & clear.” And verso of last page, again in pencil, addressed to “C.E. Smith, D.H. 
Brice, S.F. Smith and L.W. Hall” undoubtedly the committee. An unusual war-date commentary from the man who was known politically as an 
"able debater."

Confederate general; legendary cavalry raider; chief commander of the CSA 
Cavalry in Tennessee; fought at Shiloh, Fort Donelson, Murfreesboro, 
Chickamauga, Franklin, Nashville, Gainesville, and Athens; purportedly 
during the Atlanta campaign, Sherman was quoted as saying 
“That devil Forrest...must be hunted down and killed if it 
costs ten thousand lives...”; promoted Lieutenant 
General during the last desperate days of the war; 
after the war, became involved in the railroad 
business and in the activities of the Ku Klux Klan.

Union general from Pennsylvania; surveyor and railroad engineer; served in Mexican War; appointed by President Polk to set up California’s 
postal system; first Alcalde of San Francisco; territorial governor of Kansas in 1856, unsuccess- m 
fully attempted to bring about peace to strife-tom, “Bleeding Kansas”; at outbreak of Civil War, 
appointed Colonel of the 28th Pennsylvania; wounded at Harpers Ferry in October, 1861; cap¬ 
tured at Leesburg in March 1862; promoted Brigadier General USV in April, 1862; saw action at 
Rappahannock, Cedar Mountain, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, Wauhatchie [where his son was 
killed in action]. Lookout Mountain, and Missionary Ridge; division commander on “March to 
the Sea”; brevetted Major General USV; Military Governor of Savannah; postwar Governor of 
Pennsylvania, serving two terms, from January, 1867 until January, 1873. Interesting 
political Autograph Letter Signed “Jno. W. Geary” as Governor, 1 page, 4to, on 
imprinted “Pennsylvania / Executive Chamber” stationery, Harrisburg, Pa., October 16, 

1868. Written to “Hon. Wm. D. Kelley ” the U.S. Congressman from Pennsylvania. 

Undoubtedly overjoyed at the prospect of his old friend and comrade U.S. Grant being m 
elected to the presidency, Geary pens “I take an early opportunity to congratulate 
you on your triumphant success in the recent canvass. Your own indefatigable ' 
exertions contributed in no slight degree to this result, to which your untiring devo¬ 
tion to the best interests of the country have given you an especial claim. Our tri¬ 
umph in the State is a great cause for gratification. The election in November is now 
already virtually decided, and we may now confidently look forward to a better condition 
of affairs throughout the country than has existed for the past few years. Accept the assur¬ 
ances of my kindness [sic] regards.” Mounting traces on verso, otherwise in very good 
condition. A career Republican, Kelly was elected to the U.S. Congress in 1860 and served there 
from 1861 until his death in 1890. He was originally a judge of the Court of Common Pleas in 

Philadelphia before being named a delegate to the Republican National Convention at Chicago in 1860, which nominated Lincoln and Hamlin.

Orders 
were sent to me off Mobile of June 25th 1863 and given to me 
by the Senior officer comdg. off Mobile to proceed to the Navy 
Yard at Phila. in person, and to the Secy, of the Navy by letter. 
The Admiral expressed his regrets at losing myself & vessel, & 
hoped we might be restored to him &c &c. I sailed from off Mobile 
July 9th and off the Fortress I chased & captured the Rebel Str. 
‘Kate Dale’ from Mobile. I was beyond Admiral Farragut’s jurisdic¬ 
tion by several hundred miles, & was in Admiral Bailey’s. The prize 
was taken to Phila., and I was told by the Prize Commissioners that I 
was perfectly entitled to 3/20, and that I was on detached service. The 
District Attorney, also said it was a plain case, and needed no argu¬ 
ment. The Court decreed that the ‘R.R. Cuyler’ was the only vessel enti- 
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tied to share in the Prize. The Dept, by some unknown law, has given Admiral Farragut 1/20, which in the opinion of the Court, the 
Commissioners, & Dist. Attorney, they had no right to do. Will you please give me a written opinion as to the merits of the case; whether I was 
on detached service, & whether the Admiral whose squadron I had been in, was entitled to share? I have since my reporting to the Dept., been 
ordered to two different ships, the ‘R.R. Cuyler’ has now rejoined this squadron. This is a case, which may involve many cases yet to come. In a 
similar case of the U.S.S. ‘Octorar’ Comdr. D.D. Porter was ordered to proceed from below Vicksburg (about July 10th 1862) to Fortress 
Monroe, on her way north when off Charleston S.C. she captured the English] Steamer] ‘Tubal Cain’ from Nassau. The ‘Tubal Cain’ was 
subsequently condemned, and Commander Porter, received as his share of the proceeds three twentieths 3/20 of the portion awarded to the cap¬ 
tures. Admiral Farragut commanded in person at Vicksburg, when the ‘Octorar’ was ordered North.” In very good condition. The R.R. Cuyler : > 
was quite alert, active and effective during her duty with the West Gulf Blockading Squadron. Between 1861 and 1864, she captured or assisted in 
the capture of over 14 ships trying to run the Union blockade, then in January, 1865, she participated in the second attack on Fort Fisher, N.C. In 
early January. 1864 the Kate Dale was adjudicated, and the prize was valued at $370,708.39. After expenses, the sum to be divided was 
$355,798.12. Undoubtedly Jouett’s protest was heard and acted upon. In Gideon Welles’s “1865 / Report of the Secretary of the Navy” the R.R. 
Cuyler was listed as the sole captor of the Kate Dale.

American career politician; member U.S. House of Representatives from 1861 till 1890; originally a Philadelphia lawyer, in 1845, he was 
named prosecutor of pleas, and in 1847, appointed judge of the court of common pleas; when this 
office became elective, he was returned to the position for 10 years, showing sound legal judgment and 
a real interest in public welfare; for twenty years, served on the Houses’ Committee on Ways and 
Means, four of which he served as chairman; an oppo¬ 
nent of slavery, when the Missouri Compromise was 
repealed, he quit the Democratic party and became 
one of the founders of the Republican party; although 
exempt from military service, in 1862, just before the 
battle of Antietam, he enlisted in an artillery 
company, answering the President’s call for troops; he 
never fought in any battle, although he favored a vig¬ 
orous prosecution of the war, and criticized General 
George B. McClellan for his dilatory practices; he

maintaining that protection was needed to attract immigrants, to keep out the “pauper labor” goods of 
Europe and to develop and diversify American industry.

Thomas Hill was a collector of rare books who frequently hosted dinner parties for liter¬ 
ary personalities. He had met Dickens at a party given by the author in 1837 celebrating 
the completion of Pickwick Papers. He was described by a Dickens biographer as “a 
cheerful and aged little cupid - with a face like a peony.” When Thomas Hill died in 
1841, Dickens attended the auction of his friend’s effects, and added rare books from that 
bibliophile’s collection to his own growing library at Devonshire Terrace. It was at this same 
auction that the author bought “a cup made from the Bard’s [Shakespeare’s] Mulberry tree” [Dickens to 
Macready, 3/11/1841], which he then presented to Macready. The friendship between Dickens and 
Macready, begun in 1837, lasted for 33 years. It was described in the actor’s diary as being the happi¬ 
est and most genial relationship of his life. The library in the newly leased house at No. 1 Devonshire 
Terrace was actually Dickens’s study. The Dickens family had moved into these elaborate and more spacious quarters in 1839 just as the author had 
began writing Barnaby Rudge. On new fitted bookshelves in his study, Dickens now displayed fine bindings, books of plates, pamphlets and a rep¬ 
resentation of the great writers, as opposed to his earlier library which contained only books on travel and complimentary copies of novels sent by 
authors or publishers.

A cor¬ 
dial letter in which Dickens relates: “My management, The Pond Lyceum Bureau and Mr. Lee Keedwick, 
propose reserving for you a private box for yourself and friends for my lecture on the evening of 
February 6th...I am now writing to ask you to do me a small personal favor. Mrs. Charles Henry, the 
wife of a Doctor of your city, has been in the habit, annually, of putting a [w ]reath of evergreens on the 
monument, erected in honor of my father and Little Nell and she has asked me to do this for her this 
year. As you are the oldest lady friend now living in America, may I ask you to accompany me...” With 
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einal envelope. :: MAMIE DICKENS. Daughter of the author. Six Autograph Letters Signed “Mamie Dickens ,” 1/2 to 4 pages, 8vo, various 
ces, October 26, 1865 through February 13, 1894. An interesting collection of letters, all addressed to Mrs. [George T.] Childs. February 13, 
J4. Consoling Mrs. Childs, after the death of a loved one, Mamie pens a heartfelt letter attesting to her own grief on the death of her father: 

“...When My dear Father died, which was & always will be, the Great Sorrow of My Life, not one word of 
kindness or sympathy was thrown away upon me, not one word, which failed to touch and 
strengthen my broken heart. Please God, it may be the same with you. For, thousands and thou¬ 
sands are mourning, with his widow, for one of the best, kindest and Most Generous Men that have 
ever lived. God bless him....My heart bleeds for you...” :: HENRY BURNETT. Married Dickens’ 
sister Fanny. Four Autograph Letters Signed “Hy Burnett” and “H.B.,” 2-1/3 to 6 pages, 8vo, 
Tichfield, Hants, England, November, 1888 through October 31, 1890. Writing to Dickens’ biograph¬ 
er, F.G. Kitton, Burnett sends his recollections of the author as a young man. November [no day], 
1888. Remarking on a miniature painting of Dickens, Burnett pens: “...I will try to remember some¬ 
thing of Dickens in his early manhood...! was often with him and at his marriage breakfast sometime 
after which date I married his sister Fanny. He gave my wife, when she was leaving London, the 
first Portrait he satfor...it was Dickens to the life as l remembered him in 1838. It has his own Boz 
upon it...” Continuing in an undated letter, Burnett remarks on another portrait of Dickens: “...Mr. [Sir 
Thomas] Lawrence had been a friend of mine three or four years before he was introduced to 
Dickens...after I was engaged to Fanny Dickens he said he should very much like to get a Sketch of 
Dickens, and publish it if he could get permission. He was then a very young man I should [say] about 
twenty-two...and he was introduced to Z)[ickens], & made a

King of Great Britain and Ireland; grandson of George II; suffered from attacks of mental 
illness; supported policy that led to war with American colonies, and ultimately to the loss 
of the colonies; late in his reign became totally deranged, forcing his son, later George IV, 
to act as his regent. Partly-printed vellum Document Signed “George R ” as King, 1 page, 
folio [9-1/4” x 12-1/2”], “Our Court at Saint James’s May 23, 1810. King George 
appoints “James Woodhouse...Deputy assistant Commissary General to Our Forces...’’ 
Countersigned by a minister and by “Robt. Lukin” as Secretary of War. Bears white paper 
and wax Royal Seal, as well as a blue paper leaded Revenue Stamp. Signed by the King in 
the fiftieth year of his reign when both his sight and mind facilities were questionable. 
George’s signature is spidery, uncontrolled and somewhat thinly penned, typical of this 
period.

American labor leader; reorganized the Cigarmaker’s Union, introducing high dues 
nd strike funds; he founded the Federation of Organized Trades and Labor Unions, which, in 
886, was reorganized as the American Federation of Labor; with Gompers as president, the 
inion became the country’s largest labor organization. Scarce 4to portrait Photograph 
Signed “To Wm.

231 GORDON, CHARLES GEORGE “CHINESE” ($750-Up) 

British soldier of fortune; in 1860, at age 30, he went to China, took command of a rag-tag militia called the “Ever 
Victorious Army,” and fought upwards of thirty-three actions against the Taiping rebels, taking numerous walled 
towns, and eventually crushing the formidable rebellion; the emperor rewarded him and made him a mandarin, ever 
after he was honored with the sobriquet “Chinese Gordon”; entered Ismail Khedive of Egypt’s employ in 1873, as 
Governor of Equatoria; his duties included suppression of the slave trade and opening the upper Nile to commerce; 
however, the government of Khartoum sanctioned, abetted and profited from the slave trade, and ignored Gordon’s 
efforts; he resigned in disgust and returned to England in 1876; eventually enticed to return to Africa in 1877, he was 
appointed Governor of the Sudan; beset with ill health, he again returned to England; in 1884, he returned to the Sudan, 
on the invitation of the British government, to relieve the garrisons and evacuate the Egyptian forces which were in 
rebel territory; after reaching the safety of Khartoum, the city was besieged by troops of the Mahdi but Gordon held on 
^ VVJ against great odds; in early November, British relief troops finally entered Sudan, and on January 28, 1885, the advance 
ml 'ffljjp guard marched into Khartoum, finding the fortress city had fallen just two days earlier, after holding out for five 

’----- ' months, and Gordon had been murdered on the palace steps. Choice Khartoum Banknote Signed “C.G. Gordon,” in 

Sans-skrit, 1 page, oblong 12mo [2-3/8” x 4-1/8”], [Khartoum, Sudan], April 25, 1884. A crudely printed banknote for 10 piastres signed by Gordon 
at lower left. Age-toning and light soiling, otherwise in very good condition. The history of these “Siege Notes” is a fascinating one. When Gordon 
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arrived in Khartoum in February 1884 he found the treasury almost exhausted 
and the pay of the officials and troops nearly three months in arrears. Baring, 
the great English financial and commercial institution, had arranged for Gordon 
to draw £100,000 from the Egyptian Treasury, but all of this huge sum was 
embezzled and not a piastre reached him. To meet his needs Gordon issued his 
own notes, all of which bore the date April 25, 1884. There were ten denomina¬ 
tions, from 50 piastres to 50 Egyptian pounds issued in various quantities, and 
about half were signed personally by Gordon. Without these notes, the defense 
of Khartoum would have collapsed far sooner, but after the city was sacked, 
they were publicly burned or left for the goats to eat in the streets. Possession 
of a note was cruelly punished. Nevertheless, at risk to their owners’ lives, 
some made their way across the desert in the following months, hidden in cloth¬ 
ing or bags of grain, in the hope that they would be honored in Egypt. Most, 
however, were repudiated. A rare financial document.

PERSECUTION AND EXTERMINATION OF JEWS IN 18TH CENTURY GERMANY 

247 JUDAICA: GEORGE I [3] ($2000-Up) 

First Hanoverian King of England and Ireland [1714-27], 
succeeding to the British throne on the death of Queen Anne; Elector 
of Hanover [1698-1727], succeeding his father Ernst Augustus; a 
great-grandson of James VI and I of Scotland and England; in 1694, 
divorced his wife of twelve years for adultery and kept her impris¬ 
oned until her death in 1726. Unique, historical printed Broadside, in 
the name of George while Elector of Hanover, in German , 1 page, 
oblong folio [13-1/2” x 16-1/8”], Hanover, Germany, September 5, 
1709. Printed on coarse watermarked laid paper, with wide margins. 
A shocking Royal decree, proclaiming: “We, George Ludwig, by the 
Grace of God, Duke of Brunswick and Lueneburg, Elector of the 
Holy Roman Empire, make known that it has been confirmed that 
there is a major outbreak of pestilence, not only in the city of 
Danzig, but also in Prussia and Poland, and it has already spread to 
Pomerania. The Jews living in these areas frequently come into our 
country in large numbers, spreading infectious diseases from one 
place to the next. Polish and other beggar Jews and street venders 
n. (who by definition are unclean people) are especially dangerous 

because they sell goods which commonly carry infectious diseases, 
such as old clothes, furs and hairpieces. Therefore, We have decided to issue the following decree so that with God's help. We will be able to 
keep this pestilence away from Our borders, Our subjects and Our relatives. We have decreed that all Jewish non-residents must leave the coun¬ 
try without delay and may not be found in our country after 10 days of the publication of this decree. The authorities and the magistrates of 
every place need to watch carefully that those found after this deadline will be deported at once. From now on, no such traveling Jews, especial¬ 
ly not those coming from Poland and the other areas mentioned above - regardless of whether or not they have passports - or even their mer¬ 
chandise will be allowed to enter our country. In the event that a Jew residing in our neighboring countries _ 
has important business in these areas or needs to travel through them, he has to register at the closest border. ** 

By means of a document issued by the authorities of his place of residence and signed at every place through 
which he has traveled, he has to prove that he has not been to Poland, Pomerania, Danzig, Koenigsberg or any 
other suspicious place during the past six weeks. He further needs to prove that he is not carrying clothes or 
other things that originate or were used in these places. In order to avoid severe corporal punishment, a Jew 
who wants to enter or travel through our country from beyond the Elbe river in the above mentioned manner, 
may only use the border crossing points at Haarburg and Winsen/Luhe and must register with the border offi¬ 
cials. He will only be allowed to continue his voyage if he receives a traveling document with an official seal 
after being interrogated and examined. As an explicit warning, it should be added that if a foreign Jew enters 
the country in violation of this, Our decree, he will definitely receive severe corporal punishment and will serve 
as a deterrent to other Jews. If he is a Polish Jew or someone who comes from other infected areas, he may 
even be punished by death. At the same time. We want to warn the protected Jews residing in our country, in 
order to avoid severe punishment, not to give any kind of hospitality to foreign Jews who do not carry with 
them all the necessary papers and who have not first been officially recognized by the local authorities. 

Instead, they should immediately inform them to leave Our country and should take this situation as seriously 
as We do. We also order our prelates, councilors and the members of the gentry, district presidents and offi¬ 
cials, bailiffs, law-court officials, mayors and aldermen in towns and villages to take extreme care that this 
decree is being followed. If a foreign Jew, or a Polish Jew, or a Jew coming from the infected areas is found 
without the above-mentioned papers, he should be arrested and all his merchandise, such as old clothes, furs and hairpieces, should be burned 
immediately, and the authorities should be notified at once. None of these measures should be neglected to avoid Our displeasure and severe 
punishment. Our decree shall be publicly displayed in all places, especially near the borders, and it shall be read from the pulpit - so that every 
person shall be made aware of it. Hanover, September 5, 1709. ” The chilling anti-semitism of this document resonates strongly today Under the 
gu.se of protecting his Hanoverian subjects from the plague, the future King George I of England issued this infamous decree in 1709 shortly after 
he had succeeded his father Duke Ernst Augustus to the title of Elector of Brunswick and Lueneburg. Ironically, it should be noted that a certain 
Leffman Behrens [a Jewish money lender] lent Ernst Augustus money enabling him to succeed in his attempt to become Elector. During this period 
a few protected Jews living in Hanover improved their living conditions through court connections. Ernst Augustus permitted the Jews living in 
Hanover to elect a Rabbi to preside over their city and the surrounding territories. The Rabbi became the official representative of the Jewish

The Jews of 
ilanover. however, had to pay for the privilege of living in this protect- 
d city where they were allowed to follow the only two professions 
vailable to them, namely being money lenders or small merchants.

1 
wish to know whether you intend to honor us with your presence this spring / 
aunt Harriet expects to go to Newyork the latter part of this [rnon]t/i / aunt 
Harriet says she shall write to you / / have got to write a letter home whare I 
should like to be but / suppose when summer comes I shall forget that I have 
any home but here l I shall walk out as soon as the weather is warm enough 
evry day but just now the weather is cold and 1 cannot walk out / aunt H,

On verso of the frame is tipped a 1936 letter giving 
information about a prior owner of the letter. Harriet was bom on June 14, 1811 in Litchfield, Connecticut. She was the seventh child and the third 
daughter of Rev. Lyman Beecher, a stem Calvinist who was the pastor of the Congregational Church. When she was four years old, her mother 
Roxana Foote died. To help Harriet escape the period of mourning in the house after her mother’s death, she was sent to her mother’s family home 
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in Nutplains to stay with her grandmother Foote and her aunt Harriet Foote, two devoutly religious women. It was at Nutplains that little Harriet 
Beecher was first introduced to literature through poetry readings given by her Uncle George. He eventually read novels of Sir Walter Scott to hen 
and so unquenchable was her appetite for literature, even at this early age, that one summer she made Uncle George read Ivanhoe to her seven times, 
at the end of which she was able to quote entire sections of the story by memory. Later, upon discovering The Arabian Nights on her own, her vivid 
imagination ran wild in reading and re-reading the exciting and entertaining stories. She displayed remarkable precocity in childhood, learning easi-r 
ly, remembering well, and judging and weighing what she learned. After her father’s second marriage, she entered the academy in Litchfield. She 
was an earnest student in school and displayed a particular talent in composition. At twelve years of age, she wrote a remarkable essay on “Can the 
Immortality of the Soul be Proved by the Light of Nature?” which quickly won the approbation of her ^ 


/ 






father, although she took the negative side of the question. After her school days were finished, she 
became a teacher in the seminary founded in Hartford by her older sister Catharine Beecher. When 
her father was called to the presidency of Lane Theological Seminary in Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1832, 

Catharine and Harriet went with him and established the Western Female Institute. There, in 1836, : 

Harriet became the wife of Professor Calvin E. Stowe, one of the instructors at the Seminary. Soon 
the slavery question would rise to a level of heated agitation that would eventually result in rebellion. By this time, the “underground railroad” was 
doing a large business, and many a trembling fugitive was passed along from one “station” to another. Professor Stowe’s house was one of those 
“stations,” and Mrs. Stowe’s pity and indignation were thoroughly awakened by the evils of slavery and the apathy of a public which made such 

conditions possible. The slavery question became at last a source of such bitter dissension 
£ jfe among the students of the Seminary that the trustees forbade its discussion, in hopes of pro- 

/ . moting more peaceful studies, but that course proved fatal. Students left by the score, and: 

when Dr. Beecher returned from the East, where he had gone to raise funds for the school, 
he found its classrooms deserted. The family remained for a time, teaching all who would! 
be taught, regardless of color, but shortly after the passage of the Fugitive Slave Law in 
1850, Professor Stowe accepted an appointment at Bowdoin College in Brunswick, Maine, 



and it would be there that Uncle Tom’s Cabin would be written. First appearing in 1852 in book form as Uncle Tom’s Cabin, or. Life Among they. 
Lowly, the novel was an immediate sensation. With sales of over 300,000 in the first year, the book exerted an influence equaled by few other nov¬ 
els in history; it helped solidify both pro-and antislavery sentiment and fanned the flames that were to erupt in the Civil War. Childhood letters of 
the world’s most famous personalities seldom come on the open market and therefore are of the utmost rarity. A wonderful and unique Beecher- 
Stowe treasure, long retained in a close ecclesiastical circles until it was donated in 1936. Prior to this time, never exhibited or offered for sale.

Throughout Harding’s life, he remained devoted 
to his publishing company, and when elected to the U.S. Senate and ultimately to the presidency, Harding maintained control, and did not divest his 
holdings, explaining that he did so due to his loyalty to the men and women who managed and worked at the newspaper he loved. Presidents of the 
United States are rarely seen as signers of stocks and bonds. Prior to the discovery of this rare issue Harding, only five other presidents’ signatures 
were known in stocks and bonds: Washington, Fillmore, McKinley, Cleveland, and Franklin D. Roosevelt. Harding’s signature on a certificate is- 
especially unique, since he is the only one who signed as president of a corporation. A rare addition to any presidential collection.

Richard Richardson, the &pient of this letter, was a native of Albemarle County, Va. “who'ftegan at Monticello as a 
bricklayer. During Mjfferson’s firjfyeinter as Vice President, Richardson, frith his encouragement, betook self to Philadelphia 
to learn stonc-cuttinggnd plastering and he returned to Monticello htuch Unproved. He was stimhere in 1800, sen’ing as a sort of 
ovefaeer, though he chiefly oversaw building and digging rather than the production of crops" [Malone, p.241].

Work on this unwise project was began in the 
year of the Declaration of Independence and 
continued in intervals until he went to 
France...[he resumed the undertaking] in 1796, 
and his gristmill did not begin to operate until 
his first term as President” [Malone III, 
p.200]. The amounts detailed in Jefferson’s 
calculations in this letter would have been 
yearly fees paid out to the owners of the slaves 
listed. Although Jefferson often rented slaves 
to work on his plantation, he found the practice 
disturbing and he was adverse to renting out 
his own slaves, although he did so on occasion. 

When he did make the decision to rent them 
out, it was “with a fearfully troubled con¬ 
science, knowing that rented slaves were often 
abused” [Brodie, p.220]. Jefferson’s role as a 
slaveholder remains one of the most fascinat¬ 
ing and controversial aspects of his character 
and was undoubtedly one of the greatest 
sources of conflict throughout his political 
career. “All his adult life, Thomas Jefferson 
seems to have tossed and turned in an agony of 
ambivalence over the dilemma of slavery and 
freedom. Repeatedly he sought to have public 
institutions relieve him of the burden of his 
conscience while he tried to avoid giving 
offense to his close-knit family and slaveown¬ 
ing society of his beloved Virginia. He knew 
slavery was evil, he called it evil and spoke out 
against it in a series of public forums, but he 
would only push it so far - then he would fall 
back on a way of life utterly dependent on 
slave labor” [Randall, p.144]. Although his 
records regarding his slaves were quite meticu¬ 
lous, as evidenced by his Farm Book , contain¬ 
ing “Records of fifty-two years of plantation management, including inventories and distribution lists concerning more than a 
hundred slaves” [Brodie, p.23], examples of his correspondence mentioning the subject are quite scarce, if not rare. In recent cor¬ 
respondence with researchers at The Papers of Thomas Jefferson about the subject and background of this letter, they informed us: 
“The men he is hiring are probably slaves from other plantations. We have no way of confirming that. It was a common practice 

to hire out slaves for specific jobs. The same list is in the 
Memorandum Books but without notation. They could have 
, J been hired to dig the canal at Monticello (it was one of

letter to Thomas Mann Randolph of 23 Jan. 1801 says ‘When I

Gabriel Lilly was overseer 1800-1805. The hired slaves were more than likely part of the gang.” The Papers of Thomas Jefferson 
have a transcription of this letter in their files.

American antiwar rallies and protests were being staged everywhere, and not just by the left¬ 
ists or the pacifist religious zealots, but wherever young people gathered there were demonstra¬ 
tions against America’s involvement in the unnecessary war. They were burning everything to get 
attention: President Johnson in effigy, the American flag, and especially their draft-cards. Many ran off 
to Europe or Canada to escape the dreaded draft. President Johnson’s decision not to accept the nomi¬ 
nation for President offered by the Democratic Party the following year was based almost solely on the 
growing unrest between the scared American youth and the military establishment.

Extraordinary Manuscript Letter Signed “James Madison” as President, 1-1/2 pages, 4to, [Washington], August 22, 
1809. Text in the hand of First Lady Dolley Madison. An impassioned letter from “Father of the U.S. Constitution” “To the 
Representatives of the Mississippi Territory” relative to their address, undoubtedly delivered on the floor of the House of 
Representatives, in which they had expressed their high estimation of the Constitution. During the first months of his presidency, 
Madison advises: “I have duly recieved [sic] your address of July the 5th, and can not be the less impressed by your friendly 
confidence in my principles and views, that it is entertained by a portion of my political brethren, under the circumstances inci¬ 
dent to the Mississippi Territory. The Constitution of the U. States is well entitled to the high character you assign to it. It is 

among the proofs of its merit, that it is capable of inspiring

Mississippi did not 
ehieve statehood until December 1817, just months after 
dadison left office. By that time Mississippi had already 
njoyed a colorful and romantic history reaching back over 275 
ears. Hernando De Soto is recorded as the first white visitor, discovering the Mississippi River in 1541. He was followed by La Salle, 
♦'ho claimed the lands drained by the Mississippi for France in 1682, naming them Louisiana, and then by Iberville, who built a fort on 
iiloxi Bay in 1699. The French government grew impatient with the slow pace of colonization and placed the colony in the hands of 
Icottish financier John Law in 1717, whose land promotion venture resulted in financial disaster for most investors, but meanwhile lured 
housands of settlers to French Louisiana - some of whom settled in and around Fort Rosalie (present-day Natchez, Miss.). The Treaty of 
♦aris in 1763 ending the French and Indian War gave Mississippi to Britain, and it became part of British West Florida. During the 
American Revolutionary War, the region was occupied by the Spanish, who ceded it to the U.S. under the Treaty of San Lorenzo in 1795. 
Three years later the Territory of Mississippi was organized, comprising both the present states of Alabama and Mississippi, with 
4atchez as its capital. At the time the whole territory had only 5000 settlers. On December 10, 1817, the territory was divided, and 
Mississippi became the 20th state, with Alabama entering the Union two years later. When Madison was named one of the Virginia dele- 
ration to the Philadelphia Constitutional convention in 1787, he, more than any other delegate, busied himself with preparations for the 
ipproaching convention. He had studied histories of confederacies ancient and modem and wrote frequently about them. Focusing on 
ssues on the home front, he published a special paper entitled Vices of the Political system of the U. States , in which he set down what he 
lad learned through his own experiences of the weaknesses of the existing federal system and of the constitutions of various states. He 
openly shared his proposals and ideas, offering constructive suggestions in letters he wrote to Jefferson, Edmund Randolph. Washington 
and others in the early months of 1787. Among some of his proposals for a U.S. Constitution were: “(1) a change in the principle of rep- 
-esentation which would give the large states a more just influence; (2) the arming of the national government ‘with positive and com- 
oleat authority in all cases which require uniformity’; (3) ‘a negative in all cases whatsoever on the legislative acts of the States,’ perhaps 
:o be lodged in the less numerous house of the legislature; (4) the extension of the ‘natural supremacy’ also to the ‘Judiciary depart¬ 
ments’; (5) a legislature of two houses with differing terms of office; (6) a national executive; (7) an article ‘expressly guarantying the 
tranquillity of the States against internal as well as external dangers’; (8) an express declaration of the right of coercion; (9) ratification 
‘obtained from the people, and not merely from the ordinary authority of the Legislatures.’ Madison’s suggestions were, in substance, 
embodied in the resolutions drawn up by the Virginia delegates and submitted to the Convention on May 29, known thereafter as the 
Virginia or Randolph Plan. The actual authorship of these resolutions is not claimed for Madison, but his influence is evident. In the 
Convention, Madison took a prominent part from the first and became the acknowledged leader of the group favoring a strong central 
government. Wrote one delegate of Madison: ‘Every Person seems to acknowledge his greatness. He blends together the profound 
volitician, with the Scholar. In the management of every great question he evidently took the lead in the Convention, and tho’ he cannot 
be called an Orator, he is a most agreeable, eloquent, and convincing Speaker...The affairs of the United States, he perhaps, has the most 
correct knowledge of, of any Man in the Union.’ Madison held out strongly for representation of the states in Congress according to pop¬ 
ulation, contending truly that the real conflicts of interest were between section, not between the large and the small 
states, and voting against the compromise which gave the small states equality of representation in the Senate. He 
advocated popular election of members of the federal legislature and of the executive, ratification of the 
Constitution by state conventions popularly elected for that purpose and grants to the federal government of wide 
power, including the authority to create a national bank and to charter corporations of other kinds. He opposed 
the clause forbidding for twenty years the prohibition of the slave trade. While some of his ideas failed to receive 
adoption, his influence upon the Convention’s work was so great that he has been aptly described as ‘the master- 
builder of the Constitution’ “ (DAB, Vol. XII, p. 186). While Dolley Madison was the President’s devoted help¬ 
mate and one of the most renowned hostesses in social circles of the day, she ranks first among First Ladies in 
projecting significant independence as a woman in a world that was so strictly male-dominated. In James 
Madison’s sunset years, Dolley was known to have written letters dictated by him, but while President, she is rarely 
encountered performing this duty. One of the most significant U.S. Constitution related letters of Madison to come 
on the market in recent years, unquestionably unique and of the utmost rarity.

Twelfth President of the United States [Whig, March 5, 1849 to July 9, 1850]; 
served in Northwest Indian campaigns, the War of 1812, and commanded 
forces in Texas and in the Mexican War; defeated Santa Anna at 
Buena Vista, ending the war in northern Mexico, thus becoming a 
national hero. Interesting Manuscript Letter Signed “Z. Taylor, 

Col. / 1st Regt, U.S. Infy. / Comdg.” 2 pages, 4to, Fort Crawford, 

May 15, 1835. Writing to Adjutant General Roger Jones in 
Washington, Taylor discusses a serious problem he is having with 
deserters from the service and the safe haven they seem to be 1 
enjoying in a mining town in the wilds of Michigan. Taylor 
relates, in part “A short time since I dispatched a party consisting 
of a non-commissioned officer and four privates in pursuit of some 
men who had deserted from this Post - Upon the arrival of the party in 
the mining country, one of the deserters was discovered, who seeing himself 
approached, and ordered, by the Sergt. to surrender, armed himself with a gun which 
he aimed and snappiad at the Sergt. and one of his men, several times, declairing that 
he would shoot them if they advanced. The Sergt. with the view of securing the desert¬ 
er and preventing him from puting his threats into execution, ordered his man to fire, 
which was instantly obeyed, and resulted in the deserter’s being wounded in the head. 
The prisoner was rescued soon after from the party who had apprehended him by some 
citizens, under the pretext of the wounds proving fatal, & the party pursued and arrest¬ 
ed in the territory of Michigan, notwithstanding the act was committed in the state of 
Illinois. The non-commissioned officer, and the soldier who fired, were taken back 
and placed in custody at Galena. Feeling somewhat alarmed at his situation, the Sergt. 
employed a lawyer for the defence of himself and man, to whom he promised a fee of

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fifty dollars for his services, which sum I respectfully request, and strenuously hope, 
some military disbursing officer may be ordered to pay. The Sergt. has succeeded in 
obtaining bail for his appearance at Court in August next, and the man was released 
and sent up to this Post, upon my assurances that he should be delivered to the civil

Festspielhaus, specifically designed and created for Wagner’s operatic 
works. Numerous personal, technical, and 

financial difficulties beset the project, and - 

certainly financial matters were crucial at 
the writing of this letter. By the end of 
1872, the entire Bayreuth project was in 
desperate financial straits despite the 
scheme of selling Patronage Certificate 
subscriptions. This fund-raising method 
had, in fact, met with very limited suc¬ 
cess, and it was under these circum¬ 
stances that Wagner and his wife, 

Cosima, undertook a tour of German 
opera houses in late 1872 for the purpose 
of recruiting singers for Bayreuth. Franz 
Betz, chosen to sing the part of Wotan, seems 
to have shown concern for the Festival’s then precarious situation, 
judging from Wagner’s reference here to London and the English 
pianist and teacher, Edward Dannreuther. Besides the Patronage 
Certificates, another method of fund-raising was acquainting the public 
with the composer’s aims at Bayreuth by the foundation of Wagner 
Societies, and Dannreuther was the founder of the London society in 
1872. A friend and champion of Wagner, Dannreuther conducted the 
society’s two series of concerts in 1873 and 1874. The Bayreuth 
Festival became a reality, the first productions of Siegfried and Der 
Gotterdammerung taking place in the Festspiellhaus on August 16 and 
17,1876.

Personally, however, I believe that if we had had a President of the right kind, a 
President like Andrew Jackson, for instance, who would not have tolerated the dreadful things 
done to us by Germany, he could have aroused our people. A ‘bugle call from the White

Twenty-eighth President of the United States [Democrat, 1913-21]; Governor of New Jersey; instrumental in the formation of the League of 
Nations following World War I; awarded Nobel peace prize for 1919. Rare Typewritten Letter Signed “Woodrow Wilson” as President. 1/2 page, 
8vo, on imprinted “The White House” stationery, Washington. March 19, 1915. Accompanied by a Typewritten Draft unsigned but annotated in 
the President’s hand, 3-1/2 pages, on imprinted “The White House” stationery, Washington, March 19* 1915. Upon notification from Great Britain 
that they plan to establish a blockade to isolate the Central Powers, and prevent contraband of war from entering hostile shores. President Wilson 
types out a draft of what he thinks the official response of the United States should be. In March, 1915, the United States had not yet entered the 
World War I. and was replying to Britain’s proposal strictly as a neutral nation. Addressing “The Secretary of State” [Williams Jennings Bryan 
who would resign in less than two months], at a time when relations with Britain were strained almost to the breaking point, Wilson quickly relates 
“I am sending you herewith an outline sketch of the substance of a reply to the British note which accompanied the recent Order in Council. It

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is intended as a suggestion, and as the basis upon which we may be shaping our thoughts in this 
important matter. You will see that what I have done is little more than to reduce to writing 
what I roughly indicated in Cabinet to-day.” Then 
on four separate sheets of paper, probably typing it 
himself, Wilson lays out the calculated reply, head¬ 
ing it “Outline Sketch of a Note to Great Britain.” 

It begins “Note in reply to [y ]ours received, notify- 
ing us of the establishment of a blockade of the 
coasts of Germany which it is intended to make in 
all respects effective. The cordon of blockading 
ships which it is intended to maintain is, however, 
of such an extent, the blockade as indicated in j 
the plan announced covers so great an area of [ 
the high seas, that it seems that neutral vessels 
must pass through it in order to approach many 
important neutral ports which it is not Great 
Britain's privilege to blockade, and which she j 
of course does not mean to blockade. The 
Government of the United States takes it for j 
granted...that the approach of American mer- j 
chantmen to neutral ports situated upon the 
long line of coast affected will not be inter- j 
fered with when it is known that they do not 
carry goods which are contraband of war or 
goods consigned to a destination within the belligerant 
[sic] territory affected...His Majesty's Government has 
undertaken a very unusual method of blockade which it will be difficult to confine within the limits 
required by the law of nations; and it is naturel [sic, natural] to infer that the commanders of His 
Majesty's vessels of war engaged in the blockade will be instructed to be very careful that the block¬ 
ade is not made to involve consequences to the trade of neutrals greater and more burdensome than 
those which have hitherto been regarded as inevitable when the ports of one belligerant are block¬ 
aded by the ships of another. The Government of the United States of course appreciates the exis¬ 
tence of the unusual conditions of modern warfare at sea upon which it understands His Majesty's 
Government to rely to justify methods of blockade and practices of search and detention which His 
Majesty’s Government...has so often and so explicitly held to be inconsistent with the best usages of 
warfare in the dealings of belligerants with neutrals at sea; but it does not understand His Majesty’s Government to claim exemption from the 
hitherto accepted principles and obligations in these matters because of those unusual conditions...failing to maintain the principles for which it 
has always contended, were it not very earnestly to call the attention of His Majesty’s Government to the grave responsibilities it is incurring in 
its effort to meet a novel situation. The Government of the United States notes with gratification the assurances conveyed in the note of His 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs that special care will be taken to interfere with neutral shipping no further than the necessities 
of the blockade make unavoidable; but the possibilities of serious interference are so many, the methods and circumstances of the blockade are 
so unusual and are likely to constitute so great an empediment [sic] and embarrassment to neutral commerce, that the Government of the United 
States feels that it is only candid and in the interest of avoiding future misunderstandings to say that it apprehends many interferences which 
may involve His Majesty’s Government in heavy responsibilities for acts of His Majesty’s naval officers which may make the methods of block¬ 
ade which are now being adopted clearly obnoxious to the well recognized rights of neutral nations on the high seas...The Government of the 
United States, in brief does not understand His Majesty's Government as claiming the right to set aside any accepted principle of international 
law, or to plan to act in contravention of any such principle; and therefore understands His Majesty's Government to assume full responsibility 
in case its present course of action should unexpectedly draw its representatives into acts for which it would be responsible in law and in comi¬ 
ty.” Age-toned and stained, with pin-hole at top left blank margin, otherwise very good. An historic letter proving Wilson played the leadership 
role in setting foreign policy. Crucial letters between presidents and their secretaries of state are rarely found on the market.

“Department of State” stationery, Washington, April 12, 1915. Written to “His Excellency / Count J.H. von Bernstorff / Imperial German 
Ambassador.” The blueprint of the official response to Bernstorff’s charges that the United States was unfairly supplying munitions to nations at 
war with the Central Powers. Wilson, although heated at times, insists that the United States is sincerely neutral and a true friend to Germany, but 
also stands firm on the point that however America chooses to conduct herself, it is totally her own business. He relates “I have given thoughtful 
consideration to Your Excellency’s note of April 4, 1915, enclosing a memorandum of the same date, in which you discuss the action of this 
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Government relative to trade between the United States and Germany, and the attitude of this Government in regard to the exportation of arms 
and ammunition from the United States to nations at war with Germany. While I am not unmindful that one consequence of the naval war 
waged between Germany and her enemies has been to deprive the German people...of the commercial privileges which they previously enjoyed, 
and has almost entirely prevented intercourse between them and neutral nations across the seas, I am unable to perceive any justification for 
Your Excellency’s unfavorable comments upon this Government’s failure to insist upon an equalization of American trade relations with all bel¬ 
ligerent nations which the fortunes of war have made unequal. I am sincerely sorry to note, moreover, that in making these comments you use 
language which seems to impugn the good faith of the United States in the performance of its duty as a neutral...it is so evident that Your 
Excellency is laboring under certain false impressions that I beg to make the views of the Government of the United States on this matter very 
plain. It should be understood, that the views here expressed are not advanced by way of apology or excuse, but for the purpose of showing that 
your memorandum is based on an idea of a neutral’s duty and on a conception of a belligerent’s privilege to pass judgment upon that conduct, 
when the commercial rights of the neutral are affected by another belligerent, which this 
Government considers to be erroneous. In connection with the conduct of this Government in 
maintaining its trade I note that Your Excellency has failed to make any reference to the attempt 
of the United States to secure from the German and British Governments neutral modifications of 
the measures proposed by each respectively in regard to the interruption of trade on the high 
seas...Such an omission of reference to a fact which exhibited so friendly a spirit to both parties 
in the present conflict, was made presumably through inadvertence, but, in view of Your 
Excellency’s comments, I cannot but regard it as regretable [sic]. Furthermore, no reference is 
made to the diplomatic correspondence in which the United States has set forth its attitude 
toward the unlawful molestation of its trade by Germany’s adversaries. These acts...do not 
comport with Your Excellency’s assumption ‘that the United States Government acquiesces in 
the violations of the international law by Great Britain.’ As to the course, which has been pur¬ 
sued by this Government in the matter of detentions or seizures by Great Britain of American 
vessels and American cargoes, I believe...that interference with the rights of American citizens 
in regard to their property on the high seas is a matter between this Government and the gov¬ 
ernment interfering with those rights, and that criticism of this Government’s course in such 
matters made by another government, which cannot be fully informed as to the facts, and 
which can not know the reasons for the course taken, is an assumption of a privilege which 
does not appear to be in accord with international custom and usage. The memorandum, in 
adverting to the question of the sale and exportation of arms by 
citizens of the United States to the enemies of Germany, 
seems to imply that the continuance of that trade manifests 
an unneutral spirit by this Government and an unfair atti¬ 
tude on its part towards Germany. This Government...holds 
the opinion that any change in its laws of neutrality during 
the progress of a war, which would affect unequally the 
relations of the United States with the belligerents, would be 
a departure from the principle of strict neutrality, by which 
it has consistently directed its actions. The placing of an 
embargo on the trade in arms at the present time would con¬ 
stitute such a change, and be a direct violation of the neu¬ 
trality of the United States. It is well known that several 
bills or resolutions were introduced by individual members 
in the last session of the Congress purposing, in one form or 
another, to prohibit the exportation of war material. The 
Congress, however, declined to place such legislation upon the 

statue books. In view of the attitude of this Government as to its neutral obligations, and the 
manifest approval of the Congress of that attitude by its refusal, while a state of war exists, to 
amend the laws affecting the neutrality of the United States, this Government can perceive 
no practical benefit to be gained by traversing the arguments advanced in the memorandum 
of Your Excellency, or by continuing further a discussion of this subject. I hope that your 
excellency will realize the spirit in which I am writing. The friendship between the people of 
Germany and the people of the United States is so warm, so genuine, and of so long standing 
that this Government feels under a special compulsion to speak with perfect frankness when 
any occasion arises which seems likely to give rise to any misunderstanding...I shall be vet 
glad if I have removed from Your Excellency’s mind any misapprehensions you may have bee 
under Regarding either the policy or the spirit and purposes of the Government of the Unitt 
States. Its neutrality is founded upon the firm basis of conscience and good will...” In ji 
weeks after this letter, on May 7, 1915, Germany would begin its unrestrained submarine warfare 
sinking the unarmed, Cunard liner Lusitania, a practice that would test the boundaries of Wilson 
resolve. But in the end, Wilson’s policy towards Germany would split the American public, 
cause his Secretary of State to resign in protest, and ultimately lead to war. A rare and historic 
letter of President Wilson, at a time when letters and notes were flying fast and furiously between 
Berlin and Washington.
